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PRESIDENT  HEBER  J.  GRANT 


A  LTHOUGH  removed  from  the  seat  of 
**  the  Church  Government,  we  neverthe- 
less remember  him  in  our  minds  and  hearts 
and  in  our  prayers.  It  is   interesting   to 

note    certain    facts    about    his    personality, 
character  and  achievements. 

President  Heber  J.  Grant  was  born 
November  22nd,  1856,  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  son  of  Jedediah  M.  Grant,  First 
Mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Rachel 
Ridgeway  Ivins  Grant.  He  was  baptized  a 
member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  June  2'2,  1864.  Ordained 
an   Elder  at  15.  Made  a  member  of  the 

presidency  of  the  First  Thirteenth  ward 
V.M.M.I.A.,  June  JO,  1875,  which  was  the 
first  ward  organization  effected  by  Junius 
F.  Wells,  under  direct  appointment  of 
Brigham  Young.  Ordained  a  Seventy  June 
16,  1876;  a  High  Priest  October  31,  1880; 
called  to  preside  over  the  Tooele  Stake  of 
Zion,  October,  1880,  before  he  was  24  years 
of  age.  He  became  a  member  of  the  General 
Superintendency  of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.  Became 
manager  of  The  Improvement  Era  and 
principal  founder,  November,  1897.  Opened 
Ihe  Japanese  mission  and  presided  over  it 
from  August,  1901,  to  September,  1903. 
Presided  over  the  British  and  European 
Missions  from  January  1,  1904,  to  Decem- 
ber 5,  1906.  Became  President  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
November   23,    1918.  Became   Editor  of 

the  Improvement  Era,  December,  1918. 
His  Achievements  Not  Accidental. 
Had  Heber  J.  Grant  been  born  in  any 
other  free  land,  he  would  have  risen  to 
eminence.  His  achievements  are  not  acci- 
dental. There  is  nothing  magical  about  his 
success.  Through  honest,  intelligent  effort, 
he  won  his  way.  His  career  is  built  upon 
a  sound  foundation.  Aside  from  his  high 
intellectual  endowments,  the  soundness  of 
his  character  and  his  engaging  personality, 
he  has  the  three  qualities  without  which  no 
young  man  can  win  permanent  success. 
They  are  :  A  willingness  to  work.  He  has 
always  been  a  prodigious  worker.  Intrinsic 
honesty.  The  ability  to  make  and  keep 


friends.  Where  is  the  man  who  can  sur- 
pass him  in  the  fine  art  of  making  friends? 
These,  we  believe,  are  fundamental  to  suc- 
cess. Fifteen  years  ago,  his  intimate  asso- 
ciates each  wrote  a  sentimental  descriptive 
of  him.  This  is  a  composite  of  those 
sentiments : — 

"  A  man  full  of  faith  in  God,  full  of 
love  for  his  fellowmen,  sympathetic, 
generous,  charitable,  direct,  frank  and 
truthful,  courageous,  sagacious,  persever- 
ing, punctual,  practical  and  energetic.  \ 
splendid  organizer,  and,  above  all,  a  real 
man." 

Integrity  and  Initiative. 
He  has  initiative — that  rare  capacity  for 
creating  idea  and  stimulating  action.  He 
is  not  only  a  good  stayer,  but  a  good 
starter.  Heber  J.  Grant  is  a  demonstrator; 
he  leads  by  example.  He  practises  before 
he  preaches.  He  is  a  helper.  Many  men 
owe  their  success  to  him.  This  is  true  in 
business,  in  art,  in  music,  in  literature,  in 
religion.  He   is   an   example   to   all   the 

Church  in  Temple  work  and  in  the  payment 
of  tithing.  Companies  which  he  organized 
and  conti oiled  paid  tithing  on  their  earn- 
ings "and  while  they  did  it,"  he  said,  "they 
prospered."  He  is  not  only  an  ardent 
advocate  of  tithing,  but  is  a  generous  and 
scrupulous  observer  of  the  law. 

The  Mouthpiece  of  God  is  on  the  Earth. 
Quoting  his  words  as  an  Apostle  : 

"  Do  not  allow  the  wisdom,  the  riches  or 
the  education  of  the  world,  or  anything  else 
to  blind  your  eyes  to  the  fact  that  this  is 
God's  work  and  that  the  mouthpiece  of  God 
is  on  the  earth.  When  he  speaks,  let  us 
be  ready  and  willing  with  our  time,  our 
talent,  all  that  has  been  given  us,  to  labour 
to  fulfil  what  God  desires." 
Quoting  again  : 

"  The  servants  of  God  are  the  most  hum- 
ble men  that  I  have  ever  associated  with  in 
my   life.  They   take  no  credit   to  them- 

selves.   They  realize  that  they  are  dependent 
upon  God  alone ;  and  without  the  inspiration 
of  His  Spirit,  they  are  naught.       They  know

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Testimony — and  Example

GOD  our  Heavenly  Father  has  promised  that  those  who  are  faithful  to  the  end  shall 
be  saved  in  His  kingdom.  It  fills  my  heart  with  unspeakable  joy  when  I  see  the 
aged  veterans  stand  up  and  bear  their  testimonies  to  the  truth  of  the  gospel.  It  also 
fills  my  heart  with  joy  when  I  am  permitted  to  stand  up  and  bear  my  own  testimony  of 
the  gospel.  I  rejoice  also  when  I  see  the  youth  of  Israel  in  the  line  of  duty,  the  sons 
and  grandsons  of  those  who  have  laboured  energetically  for  the  advancement  of  this 
kingdom.  It  fills  my  heart  with  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  that  the  testimony  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  does  abide  in  the  sons  and  daughters  of  those  wTho  have  been  faithful  to  the 
cause  of  God. 

But  there  is  nothing  that  is  more  sorrowful,  nothing  that  brings  greater  regret  to 
my  heart,  than  to  see  the  sons  and  daughters  of  those  who  have  been  faithful  turn  away 
from  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  but  I  believe  that  if  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  will  arise  \n 
the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ  that  burns  in  our  hearts,  and  do  our  duty  and  keep  the 
commandments  of  God  our  Heavenly  Father  as  we  should  keep  them,  and  set  examples 
before  our  children  that  are  worthy  of  imitation,  few  of  them  will  turn  away  from  the 
path  of  right. 

Go  where  you  will  among  the  elders  of  Israel,  travel  from  one  end  of  this  Church 
to  the  other,  and  you  will  find  a  testimony  burning  in  the  hearts  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  that  this  is  the  work  of  Almighty  God  and  that  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  has  estab- 
lished it.  You  find  this  testimony,  you  hear  it  borne,  but  do  we  live  the  lives  of 
Latter-day  Saints?  Do  we  live  as  we  should  live,  considering  the  great  testimony  that 
has  been  given  unto  us?       Do  we  keep  His  commandments  as  we  ought  to  do? 

If  we  have  not  done  so  in  the  past,  let  us  resolve,  this  day,  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Let  us  make  a  covenant  with  God  that  we  will  do  His  bidding  and  keep  His 
commandments. 

We  can  accumulate  wealth,  and  gain  the  honours  of  men.  But  these  things  perish 
with  life.        Let  me  exhort  you  to  be  diligent,  to  be  anxiously  engaged  in  a  good  cause. 
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TRIBUTE  TO   PRES.  GRANT 

Presidenl   David  ().  McKay  paid  tribute  to  the  Church  leader  at  a  special  Sunday 

Evening  Service,  Sunday,  November  22,  1942,  in  the  West  Ensign  Ward,  on  the 

occasion  of  President  Grant's  eighty-sixth  birthday. 


'  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God 
and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit  the  father- 
less and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  to 
keep    himself    unspotted    from    the    world." 

HAVE  chosen  this  text,  because  I  should 
'  like  to  say  a  few  words  to-night  about 
President  Grant  as  a  worthy  exemplar  in 
true  religion. 

First  I  wish  to  commend  these  deacons 
and  priests  for  the  orderly  manner  in  which 
they  have  administered  the  Sacrament,  and 
this  large  audience  for  maintaining  perfect 
order  during  that  sacred  service — it  was 
beautiful ! 

Somewhere  in  the  writings  of  Thomas 
Carlyle  there  is  a  saying  like  this:  "  In  this 
world  there  is  one  godlike  thing,  the 
essence  of  all  that  ever  was  or  ever  will  be 
of  godlike  in  this  world, — the  veneration 
done  to  human  worth  by  the  hearts  of  men." 

To-day  more  than  800,000  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  thousands  of  other  eminent  men  and 
women  have  paid  tribute  to  the  sterling 
worth  and  noble  character  of  our  venerable 
leader,  the  Lord's  chosen  servant,  President 
Heber  J.  Grant.  With  aptitude  we  may 
paraphrase  Goldsmith's  tribute  to  the  village 
preacher : 
"  To  them  his  heart,  his  life,  his  griefs  arc 

given, 
But   all   his   serious   thoughts   have   rest   in 

heaven. 
As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  its  awful  form, 
Swells  from  the  vale  and  midway  leaves  the 

storm, 
Though  round   its  breast  the  rolling  clouds 

are  spread, 
Eternal   sunshine  settles  on  its  head." 

In  considering  President  Grant  as  an 
exemplar  in  true  religion,  we  might  keep  "n 
mind  three  conditions  in  life  that  contribute 
to  the  development  of  a  person's  character. 
These  are  (1)  Heredity — what  we  receive 
from  our  ancestors  by  way  of  inheritance ; 
(2)  Environment — all  that  surrounds  and  in- 


fluences us  from  cradle  to  the  grave;  (3) 
Personal  Development — what  we  achieve  by 
our  own  effort. 

With  regard  to  the  first  of  these,  Presi- 
dent Grant  has  a  rich  heritage.  It  is  a  great 
blessing  to  be  well  born.  These  grandsons 
and  granddaughters  will  appreciate  this  fact 
more  and  more  as  they  grow  in  years. 
President  Grant  had  noble  parents.  His 
father  was  Jedediah  M.  Grant,  Second 
Counsellor  to  President  Brigham  Young  in 
the  First  Preisdency  of  the  Church.  His 
mother  was  Rachel  Ridgeway  Ivins  Grant. 
She  must  have  been  an  exceptional  woman 
of  true  nobility.  My  wife's  relatives  knew 
Sister  Grant,  and  I  have  had  glimpses  of 
her  through  them ;  but  we  can  best  get  a 
picture  of  her  from  Colonel  Alexander  G. 
Hawes  who  said:  "  If  the  God  of  nature 
ever  did  stamp  peace,  nobility  and  serenity 
upon  any  human  countenance  he  did  upon 
the  face  of  dear  'Aunt  Rachel  ."  In  words 
even  more  expressive  than  these  I  now 
quote,  President  Grant  has  on  many  occa- 
sions spoken  appreciatively  and  reverently 
of  this  lovely  mother  : 
"  She  led  me  first  to  God; 
Her  words  and  prayers  were  my  young 
spirits  dew, 

For  wlien  she  used  to  leave 

The  fireside  every  eve, 
I  knew  it  was  for  prayer  that  she  withdrew. 

How  often  has  the  thought 

Of  my  mourned  mother  brought 
Peace  to  my  troubled  spirit  and  new  power 

The  Tempter  to  repel ! 

Mother,  thou  knowest  well 
That   thou    hast   blest    me   since    my    nafal 
hour." 

As  President  and  Sister  Clark,  Sister 
McKay,  and  I  sat  as  guests  at  the  birthday 
dinner  given  in  honour  of  President  and 
Sister  Grant  by  their  fortunate  and  beloved 
children,  I  thought  that  there  is  great  re- 
joicing among  President  Grant's  Loved 
Ones  on  the  Other  Side,  and  chief  among 
those  who  are  most   happy,    is  his  devoted 
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mother.  In  tribute  to  her  distinguished  son 
we  can  say  truthfully,  to-night,  that  in  his 
youth  and  throughout  his  life  he  has 
observed  the  commandment,  "  Honour  thy 
Father  and  thy  Mother,  that  thy  days  may 
be  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord,  thy 
God  giveth  thee." 

One  of  the  fundamental  elements  in 
President  Grant's  religious  life  is  his  com- 
pliance with  this  divine  commandment.  If 
the  youth  of  to-day  would  follow  President 
Grant's  example  in  this  regard  there  would 
be  fewer  young  men  and  women  who  violate 
the  Word  of  Wisdom,  and  thereby  impair 
their  efficiency  by  using  cigarettes,  tobacco 
and  liquor.  If  we  had  nothing  else  but  his 
devotion  to  his  parents  we  would  have  a 
lesson  that  would  be  a  blessing  to  all  Israel. 
He  learned  in  his  youth  that  "  obedience  is 
better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than 
the  fat  of  Rams." 

Environment. 

President  Grant's  environment  was  the 
same  as  that  of  any  ordinary  youth  of  his 
day.  He  had  the  same  temptations  other 
young  men  had,  the  same  opportunities  ;  yet 
in  several  ways  he  had  to  overcome  more 
handicaps  than  did  his  companions.  He 
was  not  robust  physically,  and  he  knew  the 
stress  of  limited  means.  He  was  "  in  the 
world,  but  not  of  the  world."  If  time  per- 
mitted I  could  relate  instances  in  his  busi- 
ness life  when  he  was  called  to  certain  sur- 
roundings which  to  weaker  men  might  have 
proved  tempting  allurements ;  but  he  not 
only  retained  but  strengthened  the  nobility 
of  his  soul  by  resisting  temptation  from 
within  and  from  without,  with  the  result 
that  in  the  vigour  of  his  ripe  years,  he  can 
aptly  say  in  the  words  of  Orlando's  old 
servant : 

"  I  am  strong  and  lusty, 
For  in  my  youth  I  never  did  apply 
Hot  and  rebellious  liquors  in  my  blood 
Nor  did  not  with  unbashful  forehead  woo 
The  means  of  weakness  and  debility  ; 
Therefore  my  age  is  as  lusty  winter 

Frosty,  but  kindly." 

This   is   one   of   the   most   precious   of  all 
examples:  "  To  keep  himself  pure  and  un- 
spotted from  the  sins  of  the  world." 
Personal  Effort.       % 

The  greatest  potency  in  President  Grant's 
exemplary  life  lies   in  what  he  has  accom- 


plished by  personal  effort.  The  secret  of 
this  success  may  be  found  in  determination 
and  confidence  that  spring  from  faith  in  God. 
I  emphasize  first  his  tendency  and  eagerness 
to  approach  God  and  his  feeling  that  the 
Lord  is  his  Father  and  will  hear  him.  There 
is  power  as  well  as  comfort  in  such  faith. 
Dr.  Alexis  Carrel,  who  spent  weeks  investi- 
gating miracles  of  healing,  writes  : — 

"  Prayer  is  a  force  as  real  as  terrestrial 
gravity.  As  a  physician,  I  have  seen  men, 
after  all  other  therapy  had  failed,  lifted  out 
of  disease  and  meloncholy  by  the  serene 
effort  of  prayer.  It  is  the  only  power  in 
the  world  that  seems  to  overcome  the  so- 
called  '  laws  of  nature  '  ;  the  occasions  on 
which  prayer  has  dramatically  done  this 
have  been  termed  '  miracles.'  But  a  con- 
stant, quieter  miracle  takes  place  hourly  in 
the  hearts  of  men  and  women  who  have  dis- 
covered that  prayer  supplies  them  with  a 
stead  flow  of  sustaining  power  in  their  daily 
lives. ' ' 

President  Grant  has  experienced  this 
power  many  times  in  his  life.  He  himself 
is  a  living  example.  So  is  his  daughter 

Lucy,  Sister  Cannon.  It  would  be  worth 
while  to  repeat  some  of  those  instances,  but 
you  .have  heard  President  Grant's  testimony 
in  regard  to  miracles  performed  in  his  own 
family ;  best  of  all,  the  testimony  that  came 
to  him  regarding  his  call  to  the  Apostleship. 
Prayer  as  "  the  soul's  sincere  desire,"  is 
fundamental  in  President  Grant's  life. 

Other  dominant  qualities  are  those  men- 
tioned as  follows  by  an  ancient  prophet : 
"  What  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but 
to  do  justly,  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk 
humbly  with  thy  God."  These  virtues 
President  Grant  has  exemplified  all  through 
his   life.  In    deailng   justly   you   men   in 

business  know  he  stands  supreme,  his  keen 
judgment,  his  sense  of  right  prevent  him 
from  dealing  unjustly  with  anyone.  A 
leading  insurance  man  who  has  known  him 
all  his  life  paid  him  this  tribute  when 
President  Grand  was  called  to  the  Apostle- 
ship : 

"  Heber,  I  have  known  you  from  your 
youth.  I  know  that  you  are  fundamentally 
honest  from  the  crown  of  your  head  to  the 
soles  of  your  feet.  I  have  never  had  a  very 
good  opinion  of  the  leaders  of  the  'Mormon' 
people,  because  I  believed  that  they  were  a

bright,  shrewd  lot,  taking  advantage  of  the 

ignorance  and  religious  enthusiasm  of  the 
people  to  become  wealthy;  but  now  that  you 
are  one  of  the  fifteen  men  to  stand  at  the 
head  of  the  'Mormon'  Church  I  apologize  to 
the  other  fourteen.  I  know  if  there  were 
anything-  crooked  or  anything  shady,  or 
anything  wrong  in  the  Church,  you  would 
give  the  whole  thing  away." 
Mercy. 

An  insight  into  his  true  nature  regarding 
his  kindliness  may  be  obtained  from  a  re- 
mark he  made  as  follows  :  "  I  want  to  make 
all  mistakes  on  the  side  of  mercy.  But 

once  in  a  while  I  want  to  see  Justice  get 
just  a  little  bit  of  a  chance  among  the 
people." 

Humility. 

There  are  those  who  say  he  is  proud.  His 
upright  carriage  and  forthright  speaking 
give  that  impression  to  those  who  do  not 
know  him  well.  One  of  his  closest  asso- 
ciates spoke  truly  when  he  said:  "  Heber 
is  a  humble,  not  a  proud  man."  That  is 
a  trait  of  his  character  which  those  who 
know  him  best  understand  most  clearly.  I 
have  never  known  a  leader  who  is  so  one 
with  his  associates,  so  ready  to  take  their 
counsel. 

Regarding  other  traits  of  character,  let 
me  add  that  President  Grant's  religion  is  a 
daily      affair.  To      paraphrase      Charles 

Wagner:  His  religion  is  vital  and  active. 
It  nourishes  in  him  confidence,  hope,  love 
and  a  sentiment  of  the  infinite  value  of  exist- 
ence. It  has  increased  his  respect  for  the 
conscience  of  others ;  it  has  rendered  for- 
giveness more  easy,  fortune  less  arrogant, 
duty  more  dear,  the  Beyond  less  visionary. 
It  has  bound  him  closely  to  his  Father  in 
Heaven. 

How  his  religion  is  expressed. 

How  has  this  daily  religion  been 
expressed  in  life?  It  is  said  that  the  most 
beautiful  encomium  paid  to  Jesus  wa>  given 
by  Peter  when  the  latter  said:  "  He  went 
about     doing     good."  President     Grant 

follows  Christ  himself  in  going  about  doing 
good.  You  do  not  hear  about  it.  Even 
his  (closest  associates  are  not  aware  of  his 
many  benefactions — here  a  gift  given  to  a 
widow;  there  several  hundred  dollars  given 
another  in  distress  ;  a  visit  he  has  made  to 
the   sick ;   even   going   beyond   his   strength, 


and  giving  beyond  liis  means.  He  has 
borrowed  money  to  help  promote  community 
and     other     worthy     enterprises.  He     is 

always  "  going  about  doing  good."  There 
are  many  widows,  orphans,  missionaries, 
temple  workers,  who  to-day  have  their 
hearts  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  blessings 
bestowed  by  this  philantropic  man.  Such 
acts  are  in  keeping  with  pure  religion. 
Richly  Rewarded. 

As  the  glow  of  a  sunset  in  the  Western 
horizon,  President  Grant's  life  is  crowned  in 
brilliant      success.  A     large      family     of 

gracious  children,  grandchildren,  and  great- 
grandchildren shower  him  with  love  and 
tenderness.  To  have  a  noble  posterity,  J.o 
see  their  successes,  to  bask  in  their  affec- 
tion, is  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of 
life.  There  is  another — he  is  called  to  the 
highest  position  that  God  has  given  to  man. 
For  this  mighty  responsibility  and  distin- 
guished honour,  he  would  never  have  been 
chosen  had  he  not  possessed  strength  of 
character  to  maintain  standards  of  purity 
and  integrity  throughout  his  life.  He  is 
God's  voice  to  this  generation  ;  and  asso- 
ciated with  the  Presidency  is  another 
possession  :  He  holds  the  keys  at  the  pre- 
sent time  of  the  New  and  Everlasting  Cove- 
nant— what  a  trust!  It  is  to  him  that  God 
reveals  his  mind  and  will. 

Continued  evidence  of  this  fact  is  seen  by 
those  most  closely  associated  with  him  in 
considering  present  needs  and  future  plans 
and  possibilities  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
The  First  Presidency  and  the  Twelve  meet 
regularly  in  council  and  generally  a  unani- 
mity of  thought  and  feeling  confirms  the 
wisdom  of  their  decisions  and  recommenda- 
tions. When,  however,  a  special  message 
comes  from  the  Lord  through  His  chosen 
representative,  the  President,  it  is  accepted 
as  the  determining-  policy.  For  example, 
some  of  President  Grant's  close  associates 
have  heard  him  testify  of  the  divine  leader- 
ship of  President  Woodruff.  On  the 
particular  question  at  issue,  one  that  in- 
volved the  financial  standing  as  well  as  the 
honour  of  the  Church,  prominent  business 
men  had  suggested  what  action  would  be 
best.  The  Council  of  the  Twelve,  concur- 
ring, recommended  that  such  a  course  would 
be  the  safest  to  take.  The  inspiration  of 
the  Lord  came  to  President  Woodruff  that 
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just  the  opposite  course  should  be  adopted. 
The  President's  guidance  was  accepted,  re- 
sulting in  a  blessing  to  the  people  and  to 
the  honour  of  the  Church. 

I  will  relate  another  instance  that  hap- 
pened in  the  days  of  President  Joseph  F. 
Smith's  Presidency.  When  vital  questions 
are  before  the  Council,  the  President  asks 
each  member  to  give  his  judgment  before 
the  final  action  is  taken.  On  this  particular 
occasion,  however,  President  Smith  evident- 
ly sensing  the  sentiments  of  those  assem- 
bled, outlined  the  policy  that  he  said  the 
Lord  would  have  us  carry  out.  Although 
it  was  not  what  President  Francis  M. 
Lyman  had  had  in  mind,  he  was  the  first  to 
move  that  the  President's  plan  be  accepted 
as  the  sentiments  of  the  Council.  That 

action,  too,  was  contrary  to  man's  best 
judgment ;  but  before  six  months  had 
passed,  the  President's  inspiration  was 
confirmed. 

It  has  been  my  privilege,  and  that  of  my 
associates,  to  witness  similar  occasions  dur- 
ing President  Grant's  administrations.  It 
is  no  light  responsibility  to  guide  the  destiny 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  Constantly 
weighty  problems  arise  affecting  the  lives  of 
men  and  of  groups  of  men  that  can  be 
rightly  solved  only  through  the  channel  of 
divine  communication.  President  Grant  is 
kind  and  considerate  and  ever  responsive  to 
cousel ;  but  on  more  than  one' occasion  I 
have  seen  him  stand  alone  among  his  asso- 
ciates as  he  gave  a  decision  or  dictated  as 
God  had  shown  it  to  him. 

I  know  that  if  I  could  have  gone  into 
detail  in  each  of  the  cases  mentioned,  I 
could  have  made  it  more  convincing.  How- 
ever, the  thing  I  am  emphasizing  to-night 
is  that  through  a  life  of  honesty,  of 
integrity,  of  faith,  President  Grant  is 
worthy  of  the  high  position  to  which  he  has 
been  divinely  chosen,  and  that  God  recog- 
nizes him  at  the  present  time  as  His  voice 
to  this  generation,  just  as  the  Lord  recog- 
nized President  Grant's  predecessors  in  the 
Presidency.  Truly  he  has  testified  in  words 
as  impressive  as  those  written  by  Job  of  old  : 
"  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that 
he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the 
earth :  And  though  after  my  skin  worms 
destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see 
God:    Whom    I    shall    see    for    myself,    anil 


mine   eyes    shall   behold,    and   not   another; 
though  my  reins  be  consumed  within  me." 

Clear  in  thought,  positive  in  expression, 
dynamic  in  action,  uncompromising  with 
evil,  sympathetic  with  the  unfortunate, 
generous  to  perfection,  persevering  in 
accomplishment,  faithful  as  life  to  every 
trust,  tender  to  loved  ones,  loyal  to  friends, 
to  Truth,  and  to  God — such  is  our  honoured 
and  beloved  President,  a  worthy  exemplar 
to  the  youth  of  the  Church  and  mankind 
the  world  over !  God  bless  him  and  his 
family ! 

In  closing  I  want  to  say  that  President 
Grant  has  been  greatly  blessed  by  the  com- 
panionship and  inspiration  of  beautiful, 
choice  women,  the  mothers  of  these  lovely 
daughters.  Two  have  been  called  to  the 
Other  Side.  "  Aunt  Augusta  "  is  with  us, 
and  shares  in  this  Testimonial.  To  her,  as 
to  the  others,  we  can  aptly  apply  the  tribute 
to  an  inspiring  wife  : 

Helping  and  loving  and  guiding, 
Urging  when  that  were  best, 
Holding  her  fears  in  hiding

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NEW  PRESIDENT  FOR   THE  COUNCIL 

OF  TWELVE 


ELDER  GEORGE  ALBERT  SMITH,  73, 
an  apostle  in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  since  1904,  has 
been  sustained  as  president  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve.  He  succeeds  to  the  post 
held  by  President  Rudger  Clawson,  who 
died  on  the  twenty-first  of  June. 


The  new  president  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  whose  marked  ability  for  making 
friends  for  the  Church  has  made  him  a 
popular  leader,  now  assumes  his  responsi- 
bilities of  presiding  over  the  members  of  that 
council  and  directing  their  activities  in  the 
visiting  among  the  stakes  and  missions  of 
the  Church. 

President  Smith  was  born  in  Salt  Lake, 
April  4,  1870,  the  son  of  John  Henry  and 
Sarah    Farr   Smith.  His   father   and   his 

grandfather,  George  A.  Smith,  have  also 
been  members  of  both  the  Twelve  and  the 
First  Presidency. 

Since  his  appointment  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  Elder  Smith  has  been  one  of  the 
most  energetic  and  active  members  of  that 
body,  travelling  through  the  various  stakes 
of  the  Church,  giving  counsel  and  advice,  a 
fearless  exponent  of  the  restored  Gospel. 


He  was  called  in  1919  to  preside  over  the 
European  Mission,  succeeding  Elder  George 
F.  Richards,  in  that  position.  He  made 
many  influential  friends  for  the  Church  dur- 
ing his  administration  there,  and  likewise 
won  the  love  and  admiration  of  the  elders 
and  Saints  with  whom  he  laboured.  He 
was  released  from  this  mission  July  14, 
1921. 

President  Smith  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
leaders  of  the  Church  as  an  advocate  of 
young  people's  welfare,  and  has  served  the 
young  people  of  the  Church  and  community 
in  noteworthy  manner  through  his  general 
presidency  of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.  and  through 
his  executive  leadership  in  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America,  of  which  he  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Executive  Council. 

President  Smith  is  likewise  a  national 
figure  in  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, and  was  elected  to  two  terms  as 
national  vice  director  general  of  the  organi- 
zation. He  has  also  been  active  in  irriga- 
tion and  farm  work,  having  been  vice 
president  of  the  International  Irrigation 
Congress  in  1913  and  re-elected  in  1914. 
In  1917  he  was  chosen  president  of  the 
International  Dry  Farms  Congress,  and  the 
following  year  was  elected  to  preside  over 
the  combined  farm  and  irrigation  societies, 
known  jointly  as  the  International  Farm 
Congress.

The  new  Apostle  comes  into  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  with  a  wide  experience  in 
Church  service  and  .a  rich  background  of 
ancestry.  He  is  a  grandson  of  Heber  C. 
Kimball,  pioneer  leader  and  counsellor  to 
Brigham  Young.  He  is  also  a  grandson  of 
Bishop  Edwin  Dilworth  Woolley  who  was 
bishop  of  the  Thirteenth  Ward  for  about  40 
years  and  also  was  business  manager  for 
Brigham  Young. 

Spencer  Woolley  Kimball  was  born  in 
Salt  Lake  on  March  28,  1895,  a  son  of 
Andrew  Kimball  and  Olive  Woolley.  When 
he  was  3  years  of  age  his  father  was  called 
by  the  First  Presidency  to  go  to  Arizona 
and  become  president  of  the  St.  Joseph 
Stake  at  Thatcher.  All  of  his  life  since  that 
time  has  been  spent  in  Arizona,  where  he 
attended  the  Gila  Junior  College  and  the 
University  of  Arizona. 

Elder  Kimball  served  as  a  missionary  :n 
the  central  states  from  1914  to  1917.  He 
was  active  in  priesthood  quorum  work  in 
the  St.  Joseph  Stake.  In  1924  a  new  stake 
president  succeeded  Andrew  Kimball,  and 
young  Spencer  Kimball  was  chosen  coun- 
sellor in  the  stake  presidency.  He  served 
jointly  as  counsellor  and  clerk  until  1938, 
when  the  Mount  Graham  Stake  was 
organized  and  he  became  the  stake  presi- 
dent. 

As  president  of  the  Mount  Graham  Stake, 
Elder  Kimball  has  also  been  active  in  the 
Church  Welfare  Programme.  One  of  the 
outstanding  projects  he  directed  was  the  re- 
habilitation of  a  number  of  families  who 
were  inundated  by  Gila  River  floods.  The 
people  of  three  communities  were  helped  by 
this  project,  which  entailed  the  expenditure 
of  $10,000  and  much  co-operative  labour  by 
the  Welfare  Programme. 

Elder  Kimball  is  married  to  Camilla 
Eyring,  who  was  born  in  Colonia  Juarez,  a 
daughter  of  Edward  C.  Eyring  and  Caroline 
Romney.  The  couple  have  four  children 
and  one  grandchild. 


EZRA  TAFT  BENSON,  43,  president  of 
the  Washington,  D.C.  Stake  and 
nationally  prominent  farm  co-operative 
official,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 


Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  President 
Benson's  appointment  to  fill  the  remaining 
vacancy  in  this  council  of  the  general  autho- 
rities was  announced  by  President  Heber  J. 
Grant. 

The  naming  of  the  new  apostle  followed  a 
few  days,  the  similar  appointment  of 
Spencer  W.  Kimball,  president  of  the  Mt. 
Graham  Stake  of  Safford,  Ariz.  Both  of 
the  new  appointees  are  presidents  of  stakes 
far  distant  from  Salt  Lake,  each  brings  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  a  wealth  of 
experience  in  Church  and  civic  leadership, 
and  both  are  representatives  of  families  of 
prominent  early  day  members  of  the 
ChureVs  official  family. 

Bears  Same  Name. 
The  new  apostle,  Elder  Benson,  is  a 
great  grandson  of  the  early  day  apostle  who 
bore  the  same  name,  Ezra  Taft  Benson. 
Elder  Kimball  is  a  grandson  of  Heber  C. 
Kimball,  one  of  the  first  apostles  of  the 
Church  and  a  counsellor  to  Brigham  Young. 
Both  of  the  new  apostles  will  be  ordained 
after  they  are  sustained  by  the  general 
Church  membership  at  the  October  General 
Conference. 

President  Benson  moves  in  prominent 
circles  in  Washington,  D.C,  and  for  several 
years  past  has  been  an  outstanding  repre- 
sentative of  the  Church  there.  He  has  been 
president  of  the  Washington  Stake  for  four 
years.  At  the  present  time  he  is  executive 
secretary  of  the  National  Council  of  Farmer 
Co-operatives  earning  this  important  post 
by  his  ability  and  experience  in  farm  co- 
operative circles  in  his  native  stake  in  Idaho. 
The  Council  of  which  he  is  executive  secre- 
tary has  a  membership  of  scores  of  agricul- 
tural co-operative  associations  representing 
approximately  a  quarter  of  a  million 
farmers  and  poultry  raisers. 

National  Authority. 
His  duties  with  this  organization  have 
made  of  President  Benson  a  national 
authority  on  farming  problems  of  the 
country  and  several  addresses  and  reports 
he  has  made  show  he  possesses  a  keen  in- 
sight into  and  a  progresisve  view  of  the 
nation's  vast  agricultural  situation.

TITHING 

EIGHTEEN  shillings  out  of  each  pound  net  increase  earned  by  a  Latter-day  Saint  belongs 
*"■  to  him — the  other  two  shillings  belongs  to  the  Lord.  Whether  or  not  our  Father  in 
heaven  gets  His  tenth  depends  entirely  upon  the  individual  member. 

There  are  no  dunning  letters  sent  out  on  the  first  of  the  month  to  remind  us  of  our  obliga- 
tion, or  of  any  unpaid  balance.  No  collector  calls  directing  our  attention  to  our  default. 
The  Lord  doesn't  threaten  that  He  will  turn  the  account  over  to  an  attorney  or  collection 
agency  and  bring  suit  if  we  don't  pay  up.  He  waits  patiently  to  see  just  how  we  respond 
to  His  will.  He  puts  each  of  us  on  his  honour.  We  may  pay  it  in  full,  or  in  part,  or 
we  may  ignore  it  altogether. 

Leaving  the  matter  of  tithing  to  our  individual  choice  imposes  full  responsibility  upon  us 
for  our  actions  in  this  matter.  If  we  pay  this  obligation  in  full,  we  bind  the  Lord  to  His 
promises.  If  we  pay  only  a  part  of  this  obligation,  the  unpaid  balance  stands  between  us 
and  the  blessings  promised  through  full  and  unselfish  obedience  to  this  law.  If  we  ignore 
it,  we  deny  to  ourselves  the  many  blessings  attendant   upon  our  compliance  with   this  order. 

We  should  pay  our  tithing  as  we  receive  our  income.  It  is  much  easier  to  pay  ten  per 
cent  throughout  the  year  than  it  is  to  pay  one  hundred  per  cent'at  the  end  of  the  year,  try- 
ing to  make  up  that  which  we  have  "  borrowed  "  from  the  Lord,  and,  incidentally,  that 
which  we  have  "  borrowed  "  without  His  permission. 

Our   Father   in   heaven   imposes   a  great  trust  upon  us.  He  gives  us  all   we  have  and 

enjoy,  and  then  trusts  us  to  return  to  Him  one-tenth  of  our  annual  increase.  The  paying 
of  any  other  material  obligation  in  life  cannot  bring  as  much  satisfaction  as  the  paying  of 
an  honest  title.  The  joy  coming  from  the  full  discharge  of  this  responsibility  warms  the 

Christian  heart  far  more  than  can  the.  "paid  in  full"  or  "thanks"  of  any  creditor  on  earth. 

TOLERANCE 


WILLIAM    H.  REEDER,  Jr. 


IN  our  present  day,  tolerance  has  come  to 
mean  a  great  variety  of  things  the 
word  was  never  intended  to  imply.  To  be 
tolerant,  law  violation,  sin,  wickedness  and 
evil  of  all  kinds  must  be  overlooked,  says 
the  modernist.  It  is  none  of  my  business, 
says  he,  what  the  other  fellow  does  so  long 
as  he  lets  me  alone.  What  a  vicious  senti- 
ment! I  detest  it.  To  prevent  harm  to 
another  is  just  as  much  my  duty  as  to  avoid 
it  myself.  To  protect  society  from  ill  and 
evil  is  an  obligation  of  good  citizenship. 
Wrono-  dointr  must  never  be  excused  or 
justified,   and  tolerance  does  not   require   it. 

A  summary  of  William  Penn's  attitude  on 
tolerance  by  Benjamin  B.  Trueblood,  a' 
noted  lecturer,  is  the  more  perfect  definition 


and  interpretation  of  that  much  abused 
word.  It  like  it;  it  is  the  Christ-like  way. 
"  Men  may  differ  with  me  in  thought  as 
widely  as  the  poles  are  apart :  I  shall  still 
respect  them.  I  shall  uphold  for  them  the 
liberty  to  think,  and  to  speak  as  they*think, 
as  I  claim  these  prerogatives  for  myself. 
They  may  be  unworthy,  and  I  may  feel  my- 
self bound  in  duty  to  bring  them  back  to  the 
path  of  goodness  ;  but  even  thus  I  shall  em- 
ploy only  the  high  art  of  persuasion  and 
reproof  by  truth  and  love,  and  not  the  low 
art  of  compulsion  by  brute  force  and  per- 
secution. They  may  be  my  enemies,  bitter 
and  injurious  ;  but  even  so  I  shall  refuse  to 
lower  myself  to  hate  and  harm  and  enslave 
them,  because  of  the  common  relation  which 
thev  and  I  hold  to  God."

that  God  lives  and  that  He  directs  them."

President  Heber  J.  Grant  has  presided 
over  the  Church  for  twenty -five  years,  and 
the  Lord  has  blessed  and  prospered  the 
people  under  his  leadership.  Tithes  and 

offerings     have     increased,     the     Word     of 
Wisdom  has  been  more  faithfully  observed, 


a  great  building  programme,  including  the 
completion  of  three  temples,  has  been 
carried  forward.  The  organization  has 
been  perfected  and  the  Church  has  moved 
steadfastly  and  securely  forward,  growing 
in  numbers,   influence  and  power. 

President  Grant  has  made  a  conspicuous 
contribution  to  the  progress  and  popularity 
of  the  Church  through  his  rare  capacity  for 
making  friends  and  winning  the  confidence 
of  people.  The  attitude  of  the  people  of 
the  world  towards  the  Latter-day  Saints  has 
been  greatly  changed  during  his  administra- 
tion. He  has  been  in  Aery  deed  an 
Ambassador  of  Good  Will  of  the  Church  in 
all  the  world. 

We  esteem  him  a  great  man,  not  only  in 
his  capacity  as  President  of  the  Church,  but 
among  men.

were  George  T.  and  Sarah  Dunckley  Ben- 
son. He  early  learned  the  problems  of 
farm  life,  but  availed  himself  of  every 
opportunity  for  education  to  better  cope 
with  these  problems  and  to  improve  the 
conditions  of  agriculture.  He  attended 
Oneida  Academy,  then  University  of  Idaho 
and  Brigham  Young  University.  He  later 
took  his  master's  degree  at  Iowa  State 
College  and  since  has  done  two  years  of 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
California. 

Returned  to  Farming. 

After  his  college  training  he  returned  to 
farming,  running  livestock  and  crop  farms 
in  southern  Idaho.  Then  he  became  county 
agricultural  agent,  and  later  extension 
economist  and  marketing  specialist  at  the 
University  of  Idaho.  While  there  he  helped 
organize  the  Idaho  Co-operative  Council, 
and  become  its  secretary.  In  this  position 
he  represented  the  Idaho  co-operatives  in 
a  number  of  problems  in  the  nation's  capi- 
tal where  his  energy,  enthusiasm,  training 
and  ability  in  this  work  drew  attention  of 
the  national  leaders  in  this  field.  He  left 
Idaho  in  1939  to  become  executive  secretary 
of  the  national  council. 

With  those  and  other  responsibilities 
President  Benson  has  found  time  to  devote 
to  extensive  Church  service.  This  began 
as   a   missionary    to    England   from    1921    to 


1923.  In  1932,  his  home  having  been  made 
in  Boise,  he  became  superintendent  of 
Y.M.M.I.A.  in  the  Boise  stake.  Three 
years  later  he  was  chosen  as  first  counsellor 
in  the  stake  presidency.  In  1938  he  became 
president  of  the  Boise  Stake,  which  position 
he  held  until  he  was  summoned  to  Washing- 
ton the  next  year.  Thus  at  the  young  age 
of  43  years,  he  has  been  president  of  two 
of  the  Church's  143  stakes.

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TWO  of  the  FUNDAMENTALS 

By  PRESIDENT  J.  REUBEN  CLARK,  JR. 

Excerpt  from  an  Address  to  Church  School  Teachers,  August  8,  1938 

THERE  are  for  the  Church  and  for  each  and  all  of  its  members,    two  prime 
things  which  may  not  be  overlooked,  forgotten,  blinked,  shaded,  or  discarded: 

^^  Tlie  Redeemer — His  Resurrection. 

First :  That  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father  in 
the  flesh,  the  Creator  of  the  world,  the  Lamb  of  God,  the  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of 
the  world,  the  atoner  for  Adam's  transgression;  that  He  was  crucified,  that  His 
spirit  left  His  body,  that  He  died;  that  He  was  laid  away  in  the  tomb;  that  on 
the  third  day  His  spirit  was  reunited  with  His  body,  which  again  became  a  living 
being;  that  He  was  raised  from  the  tomb  a  resurrected  being,  a  perfect  being, 
the  First  Fruits  of  the  Resurrection ;  that  He  later  ascended  to  the  Father;  and 
that  because  of  His  death  and  by  and  through  His  resurrection  every  man  born 
into  the  world  since  the  beginning  will  be  likewise  literally  resurrected.  This 
doctrine  is  as  old  as  the  world.       Job  declared: 

And  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I 
see  God,  whom  I  shall  see  for  myself  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not 
another. 

—Job  19:26,  27. 

The  resurrected  body  is  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones  and  spirit,  and  Job  was 

uttering  a  great  and  everlasting  truth.       These  positive  facts,  and  all  other  facts 

necessarily  implied  therein,  must  all  be  honestly  believed,  in  full  faith,  by  every 

member  of  the  Church. 

Divinity  of  Joseph  Smith's  Mission. 

The  second  of  the  two  things  to  which  we  must  all  give  full  faith  is :  That 
the  Father  and  the  Son  actually  and  in  truth  and  very  deed  appeared  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  in  a  vision  in  the  woods;  that  other  heavenly  visions  followed  to 
Joseph  and  to  others;  that  the  Gospel  and  the  holy  Priesthood  after  the  Order  of 
the  Son  of  God  were  in  truth  and  fact  restored  to  the  earth  from  which  they  were 
lost  by  the  apostacy  of  the  Primitive  Church;  that  the  Lord  again  set  up  His 
Church,  through  the  agency  of  Joseph  Smith;  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  just 
what  it  professes  to  be;  that  to  the  Prophet  came  numerous  revelations  for  the 
guidance,  upbuilding,  organization  and  encouragement  of  the  Church  and  its 
members;  that  the  Prophet's  successors,  likewise  called  of  God,  have  received 
revelations  as  the  needs  of  the  Church  have  required  and  that  they  will  continue 
to  receive  revelations  as  the  Church  and  its  members,  living  the  truth  they  already 
have,  shall  stand  in  need  of  more;  that  this  is  in  truth  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints;  and  that  its  foundation  beliefs  are  the  laws  and  principles 
laid  down  in  the  Articles  of  Faith.  These  facts  also,  and  each  of  them,  together 
with  all  things  necessarily  implied  therein  or  flowing  therefrom,  must  stand, 
unchanged,  unmodified,  without  dilution,  excuse,  apology,  or  avoidance;  they 
may  not  be  explained  away  or  submerged.  Without  these  two  great  beliefs  the 
Church  would  cease  to  be  the  Church. 

Any  individual  who  does  not  accept  the  fulness  of  these  doctrines  as  to  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  or  as  to  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  and  Holy  Priesthood,  is  not  a 
Latter-day  Saint;  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  faithful,  God-fearing  men  and 
women  who  compose  the  great  body  of  the  Church  membership  do  believe  these 
things  fully  and  completely;  and  they  support  the  Church  and  its  institutions 
because  of  this  belief. 
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
